SOUP KITCHENS

Attn, Dominique Ritter. 

Well, Ms. Ritter, apparently you 
don’t live near a soup kitchen. 
While it is unfortunate this partic- 
ular one disappeared, | can sym- 
pathize with the neighbours. The 
fact is that 200 to 300 people 
around your homes three times a 
week, or even once a week for that 
matter, is opening the door (so to 
speak) to urinators, drug dealers, 
druggies, etc.; in another word, 

“undesirables.” Add to that recur- 
rent event the fact that a pattern is 
created, whereby soon prostitutes, 
pimps, johns, gangs, vandalism, 
crime, graffiti, etc. will quickly fill 
up the gap when the soup kitchen 
is not serving its customers. T his 
spells degradation of a neighbour- 
hood, depreciation of dwellings 
(hence one’s life investment), inse- 
curity, fear, and loss of trust on 
the part of the residents. Need I go 
on? 

The question to ask would be 
why isn’t there a soup kitchen 
around the WEM Village, or 
Riverbend, or Glenora, etc.? After 
all, wouldn’t it morally be more 
humane to give those down on 
their luck some sense of pride, 
once or three times a week, by 
greeting them in a safe, clean 
environment? (The City could 
offer these “undesirables” a free 


ride on the bus.) Could it be the 
residents are likely to oppose it? 
Would their refusal be more 
morally acceptable? 








Those concerned by the welfare 
of poor Edmontonians would be 
well advised to remember the 
Chinese proverb, “Give a mana 
fish, you feed him for a day [and 
you create a dependency].” It’s 
easy to give five, 10 or 20 bucks 
for the poor to satisfy your social 
conscience. Don’t just put your 
money where your mouth is, walk 
the walk! (I believe it’s how you 
say it.) 

The real question is, why do we 
have poor Edmontonians to feed? 

Soup kitchens are not an 
answer, they are a Band-aid solu- 
tion to avoid reality — a Band-aid 
solution that turned into a profit- 
making venture for someone 
down the line. You and I know 
there is no free lunch in life. Soup 
kitchens create employment and 
income for not just the cooks. 

My solution: let’s close the soup 
kitchens and use the money to 
pay wages to poor Edmontonians. 
Allow them to regain some inde- 
pendence and a sense of pride by 
working at cleaning up the parks, 
the streets, shovelling the walk- 
ways of senior citizens during the 
winter, etc., until they can find a 
job of their own and enjoy again a 
real independent life in a nurtur- 
ing society. 

For your information, | am not a 
fascist, a communist or a member 
of the Reform Party. Preston 
Manning is not my friend, and if 


Peter Goldring is my MP, he did 
not get my vote. My allegiance 
goes rather toward the NDP, 
which makes me a socialist (but 
not a unionist) more than any- 
thing else.

Not afraid to get his (or our) 
hands dirty, our mayor wants 
Edmonton to become the city oth- 
ers send their refuse to, and he’s 
hoping to convert E-town into the 
recyeling mecca for the Pacific 
Northwest. 

What the mayor is proposing is 
a “state-of-the-art” recycling facili- 
ty that will transform old comput- 
ers into usable components, 
including aluminum, silver and 
gold, that could be resold. 

But in addition to precious met- 
als, old computers also yield alot 
of nasty things, like cadmium, 
lead and mercury — up to seven 
pounds per computer. According 
to Angela Rickman, the deputy 
director of Canada’s Sierra Club, 
these toxic elements and the fire 
retardant treatment inside com- 
puters, not to mention the envi- 
yonmental costs, like fuel burning, 
of shipping computers to 
Edmonton, all create a bleak envi- 
ronmental portrait of computer 
recycling. 

‘These are pretty toxic contami- 
nants and they’ re unbelievably 
persistent,” Rickman told SEE. 
’The risk of people’s exposure to 
these chemicals can be very high 
because they last so long.” 

It the reeyeling is done properly, 
the risk can be minimized, but 
Rickman notes that because it’s so 
expensive to recycle computers 
voperly, often the leftovers are 
dumped in landfills or shipped to 
(sian countries, where the envi- 
onmental regulations are not as 
Stringent. 
the real problem, however, is 
mot the lack of proper recycling 
but the fact that we're buying and 
throwing out computers faster 
than a horny teenager can type

The Flaming Lips are dope 


1 CAME TO MANY THINGS LATE 
in life, and am something of a late 
bloomer, if you will. I drank my 
first beer at 16. Sex? Not until six 
months after ny eighteenth birth- 
day. Drugs? Well, somewhat 
embarrassingly, I puffed my first 
joint at age 26 — blame it on the 
fact that my older sisters were 
uncontrollable hellions and left 
me terrified of the evil dope as a 
lad. 

But I’m kind of making up for 
lost time as I approach my thirti- 
eth birthday. 

“Wait,” you may say, “this isn’t 
supposed to be about you — not 
to mention your painfully geeky 
introduction to illicit substances 
— it’s supposed to be about The 
Flaming Lips.” 

But how can I talk about The 
Flaming Lips, my favourite band 
in all the world, if I don’t explain 
that I discovered the group’s 


music around the same time I dis- _ 


covered hallucinogenic drugs and 
that, for me, the two are inextrica- 
bly linked? 

Every time I’ve ingested psilo- 
cybin, the Lips have been on the 
stereo. There have been good 
trips, bad trips and everything in 
between, but one in particular had 
me ingesting a fistful of mush- 


rooms on a Vancouver beach 
while watching the sun go down 
and then being treated to a “pri- 

vate” fireworks display as | lis- 
tened to the The Flaming Lips on 
my Discman. I’m not much of a 
believer in fate, destiny, syn- 
chronicity or whatever you want 
to call it, but where this band is 
involved, I’m always willing to 
consider anything. 

The Flaming Lips have been 
around for almost 20 years in one 
incarnation or another, and while 
I’m almost certain they gave up 
on psychedelics long before I 
could even pronounce the word, 
their 1999 album, The Soft Bulletin, 
is one of the best hallucinatory 
aids I’ve yet experienced. Not to 
get all * “Dark Side of the Moon and 
Wizard of Oz” on you, but if you 
have a DVD or VHS player, cue 
up Stanley Kubrick’s 2001: A Space 
Odyssey to the sequence entitled 

“Jupiter And Beyond The Infinite” 
— I think you'll find it synchro- 
nizes nicely with the last half of 
The Soft Bulletin, from the song 
What Is the Light? through Sleeping 
on the Roof. 

Given lyrics like “Driving home 
the sky accelerates/ And the 
clouds all forma geometric 
shape” and songs entitled Feeling 
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Yourself Disintegrate, you can’t 
possibly think all this cryptic 
psych-hippie weirdness is just in 
my drug-addled imagination. 

But like I said, or you said — 
someone said it — this isn’t about 
me, it’s about The Flaming Lips, 
the trio of Oklahoma pop geniuses 
who have done more to open my 
mind to the possibilities of rock n’ 
roll than any other group. And 
they didn’t just open my mind, 
they totally mucked around in 
there, too. Or maybe it was the 
drugs. 

In any case, Steven Drozd — 
who, having joined the Lips in 
1991, is the newest member of the 
group — says that he doesn’t do 
acid anymore, but he acknowl- 
edges the influence of 2001: A 
Space Odyssey, particularly on 
band leader and chief lyricist 
Wayne Coyne. 

“T think that movie is always in 
the back of... Wayne's brain,” says 
Drozd. “He's always thinking 
about the movie as the blueprint, 
as the template, for cosmic, psy- 
chedelic, mind-altering ideas.” 

You can hear Coyne’s preoccu- 
pations throughout The Flaming 
Lips’ new CD, Yoshimi Battles the 
Pink Robots (in stores this week). It 
doesn’t jell as a masterful concept 
album the way The Soft Bulletin 
does, but it’s still a pretty electro- 
pop recording with many sym- 

honic flourishes to make your 
fol rt and mind soar. 

Yoshimi's first single Do You 
Realize? poses the melancholic 
question “Do you realize that 
everyone you ‘know someday will 
die?” Somehow — in the way that 
only the Lips can assemble har-

mony, melody and Coyne’s pop- 
philosophical wordplay — the 
song leaves you feeling happy, or 
at least content, about the 
prospect. 

“I know [Wayne is] always 
obsessed with human nature ver- 
sus technology versus death — 
you know, all those things,” says 
Drozd. “The genius about Wayne 
is that he’s able to concisely get an 
idea across — in a fuckin’ three- 
minute pop song — about some- 
thing like that.” 

As for Drozd, the talented 
multi-instrumentalist is just 
happy to be in a band that is open 
to new musical ideas. When he 
moved to Oklahoma City from 


Austin to join the group they were 


his favourite band and, talking to 
him, it sounds like they still are. 
And although Drozd gave up on 
hallucinogenics long ago, he still 
finds new ways to enjoy the 
band’s records.

YOU NEVER KNOW WHERE IT’S 
going to come from. The good 
stuff, I mean. And while you were 
digging through those new Ninja 
Tune releases, the old guys step 
up out of nowhere and deliver. 
Just look at Elvis Costello. He’s a 
fine figure of a man (and hand- 
some too), but it seemed like his 
best days were behind him as he 
pulled a Neil Young and indulged 
his every musical whim in the 
‘90s. At least until When I Was 
Cruel No. 2 (Island Records). Not 
the album, which is admittedly a 








fine comeback, but the song, 
dragged from the same crawling 
swamp as Blood and Chocolate, a 
final statement to the jury 
(“Revenge and guilt? You ain’t 
seen the half of it, buddy”) topped 
off with a snippet of an old Abba 
lyric.

Certainly the Swedes have 
moved on; witness the rise of the 
Hellacopters, and their b-sides 
compilation, Cream of the Crap 
(Universal). While E.C. is celebrat- 
ing their disco/ pop past, those 
shifty northerners have forged 
ahead, plundering the sounds of 
Dee-troit punk and New Yawk 
rawk with such assurance you 
would think they had invented it. 
Influences are worn proudly on 
their sleeves: The Stooges are 
given a nod (I Got A Right), as are 


Best and bester. 


No superlatives are super enough to 
describe the first half of 2002 
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THE WORLD IS NO LONGER A 
hospitable place for the merely 
good. So saturated are we with 
pop-cultural effluent, there isn’t 
time to consider the almost great 
or admirably competent. So, in 
order to impress upon the dross- 





glutted masses that something 
might be worth their time, you 
have to call it THE BEST and 
sometimes, in the case of especial- 
ly jaded masses, THE BESTEST. 
Here, then, is a quick roundup of 
THE BEST (and in some cases, 
BESTEST) music to drift across 
my transom in the first half of 
2002. Feel free to clip and save. 

While some artists wait an 
entire lifetime to produce one 
work of greatness, Tom Waits 
goes and upsets the apple cart by 
releasing two monumental works 
— Alice and Blood Money , 
(Anti/ Epitaph) — on the same 
day. Why two a 






muse, young Alice Liddell. Blood 
Money is based on every flint-eyed 
loser who ever sucked the spilled 
liquor out of a bar mat, then pro- 
ceeded to lecture you on the fine 
art of living. Full of woozy wis- 
dom and heartbreak, desperate 
characters and elusive places and 
marvelously orchestrated to set 
off Waits’ disturbingly 
chameleonic woof, both discs 
deserve a place beside Small 
Change and Rain Dogs in your Tom 
Waits collection. 

Cinematic Orchestra’s Every 
Day (Ninja Tune) is one of the 
BESTEST albums of the year, no 
matter how good the rest of the 
albums that come out this year 
are. A grand, swaying evocation 
of orchestral and choral jazz

through with the urban grit of 
London (and large-ass rhymes 
from Roots Manuva), your heart 
will just barely be able to contain 


its beauty, especially when 


Fontella Bass lays her huge voice 
over All That You Give. 

Working the same side of the 
street but much, much farther 
down the block is DJ Spooky’s 
Optometry (Thirsty Ear) on which 
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The Stones (Gimme Shelter) and 
Social D (The Creeps). Who says 
the kids aren’t revering their 
elders? It’s like a rock ‘n roll 
workshop, a combination MC5 
guitar attack, Jerry Lee Lewis 
piano run, and (surprise!) a whole 
lotta Smoky Robinson. 

While we’re on the subject, 
Smoky and his artistic progeny 
are also very much in evidence on 
Laura Nyro’s The Loom’s Desire 
(Rounder Records). Somehow, 
this live recording of Nyro (on 
piano, with support from a three- 
piece harmony group) singing for 
family and friends at two 
Christmas Eve performances (1993 
and 1994) has slipped under what- 
ever roadblocks I normally erect 
against shrill singer-songwriters. 
Maybe it’s the tender cover of the 
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That Subliminal Kid does his par- 
ticular thing in concert with 
pianist Matthew Shipp and his 
cadre of uptown improvisers, 
including bassist William Parker. 
Spooky wades in to hips, mixing, 
matching, looping and beatifying 
Shipp and co.’s intense, expressive 
jazz, producing something new 
that is nonetheless pure jazz, even 
when vocalists Carl Hancock Rux 
and Priest (of the Antipop 
Consortium) chip in their two 
cents each. The stagnant pond of 
derivative quasi-urban jazz cur- 
rently crowding the genre should 
be ashamed of itself when it hears 
this album. 








Shirelles’ Oh Yeah, Maybe Baby, the 
sweet backing vocals that cushion 
Wind, or the unstoppable bounce 
of Wedding Bell Blues, but | love 
this album. Yeah, | get all weepy 
at the line “I was the one who 
came running, when you were 
lonely,” but I also cried when they 
shot Old Yeller. Wanna make 
something of it? 

I also get misty when old jazz 
pros like pianist Oliver Jones 
come out of semi-retirement, like 
he does on Then and Now (Justin 
Time). Backed ably by bassist Skip 
Bey, Jones lovingly channels the 
spirits of Oscar Peterson and Art 
Tatum in 10 cuts evenly divided 
between sessions recorded in 1986 
and 2001. Can you tell the differ- 
ence? I can’t tell the difference, 
and while Jones may not be tilling

‘UTTERLY INSANE!” THAT'S HOW 
Ali “Dubfire” Shirazinia describes 
his life. Ali is one-half of the 
Grammy Award-winning house 
music team of Deep Dish. 
Together with Sharam Tayebi, the 
duo has been called up to the big 
leagues. Now the terms “Grammy 
Award-winning” and “house 

| music” are about as disparate as 
the Pope and Eminem, so that 
shows just how much talent the 
pair has. They are arguably the 
two hottest DJs and producers in 
the electronic dance music scene. 

The accolades have been fast 
and furious. The Grammy was for 
best remixed recording of Dido’s 
Thank You! While getting a nod 
like this from the music industry 
is incredible, Ali says recognition 
“only feels good for a second. 
We're never ones to rest on our 

rels, We don’t like to pat our- 
selves on the back. We try to 
achieve things in our careers and 
move on. Hopefully it will inspire 
others to get involved.” 

Ali tells me this over the phone 
as he’s grabbing a late afternoon 
lunch in Vancouver. You'd think 
he was getting a second serving of 
humble pie. I mean besides the 
Grammy, Deep Dish has recently 





been recognized by Rolling Stone 
magazine as #2 for the year’s Best 
Dance/DJ Artist, and was ranked 
#10 in DJ] Magazine's Top 100 DJs 
readers poll last year. But the 
Iranian-born artist puts it into per- 
spective, claiming, “Every 
achievement is a revelation on 
how far we have to go in the 
dance music industry.” 

In reality though, Deep Dish has 
already come a long way. They 
met at a party in their home town 
of Washington, DC, back in 1991. 
Shortly after, they set up their 
own label, Yoshitoshi, and ended 
up working with the likes of BT 
and Miguel Migs and remixing 
Carl Craig, but it took until 1998 
to finally come into their own. 
They rose to the top with their 
debut album, Junk Science. 

Since then, they have become 
the James Browns of house music. 
Deep Dish is constantly on the 
road with residencies in San 
Francisco, Washington and 
London. Besides the loads of DJ 
gigs, they run their own DJ 
agency Bullit Bookings, run some 
music labels, take care of websites 
and are booked solid for studio 
time. They’ve worked with the 
likes of Michael and Janet Jackson, 
the Rolling Stones, Pet Shop Boys, 
Dido, and 'NSyne. Oh and don’t 
forget Madonna (for which they 
picked up a Grammy Award 


nomination for Best Remixer of 
the Year for remixing Music). 

Currently Ali is on a massive 
tour in support of the latest instal- 
ment in the Global Underground 
Series, which brings him to 
Edmonton, a place he hasn’t even 
heard of before. “I look forward to 
seeing all of these new places. 
Usually when I come to Canada 
it’s Montreal and Toronto, but 
now I’m seeing Hamilton, Halifax, 
Victoria, Calgary and Edmonton.” 

Ali is representing Deep Dish by 
himself on this second leg of the 
tour, after Sharam did the first 
half. But Dubfire is touring with 
some top future talent, all who he 
aoe will be “big names you'll 
hear of next year with their DJ’ing 
and good production work.” The 
up-and-comers include Toronto's 
Luke Fair, MV from Ottawa, and 
Behrouz from San Francisco. 
Behrouz will be on the decks with 
Ali in Edmonton tonight. 

Don’t expect to see crates of 
vinyl, but rather boxes of CDs. 
“We'll be playing a lot of upfront 
music, 80 to 90 per cent of it on 
CDRs because we get so many.” 

When J asked him to name one 
of the hottest trax to listen for 
tonight, he answered, “It’s a mix 
we did of Timo Maas called Help 
Me. It's the first track on his album 
Loud coming out in September.” 

You can hear that track and 
other delicious Deep Dish grooves 
at the Joint tonight (July 18); 
advance tickets are $10 and avail- 
able at Foosh and DV8. It is a 
Goldclub Series event.

FAIRPORT CONVENTION 
Wednesday, July 24 
At Festival Place 


JUST THREE MONTHS AGO, THE 
members of Fairport Convention 
stepped onto a stage in Canada 
for the first time in over a decade. 

The venue was a high-end folk 
and supper club in Toronto called 
Hugh’s Room and Dave Pegg, 
Simon Nichol and company 
looked out on a jammed house, 
many of them lifelong fans, the 
majority of whom were literally 
vibrating from the anticipation of 
seeing this band that first hit the 
boards in England 35 years ago. 

This was the group that created 
English folk-rock music, intro- 
duced the world to Richard 
Thompson and Sandy Denny, 
spun fabulous interpretations of 
Dylan songs alongside traditional 
yet electrified instrumentals, and 
has weathered a dozen or so per- 
sonnel shifts through a four- 
decade journey. 

lt was a bit perplexing when the 
quintet, in the club located in the 
west end of Toronto, seemed to 
have trouble locking together dur- 
ing the first three tunes of the 
opening set. Suddenly it all came 
together: vocals found their mark, 
violinist Ric Sanders shredded a 
solo and the rhythm section of 
Pegg, a member for 32 years, and 
Gerry Conway, the onetime mem- 
ber ofSandy Denny's group 

| Fotheringay, began laying down 
thick buoyant grooves. 

A collective sigh’of relief 
breezed toward the stage and, for 
the next two hours, Fairport 
Convention illustrated why its 
place in the world of contempo-

rary folk music is secure for all 
time. 

Where does a band go when it 
has 35 years of material to draw 
on? How does it satisfy everyone 
who has been listening to albums 
dating back to critically acclaimed 
works like Unhalfbricking and Liege 
and Leif from the close of the ‘60s, 
to Full House, which-tlaunched the 
songwriting skills of Thompson, 
to the all-instrumental ‘80s gem 
Expletive Delighted and on through 
to new collections like Wood and 
Wire or the recently released 
XXXV? 

The latter balances the impres- 
sive songwriting skills of newest 
member Chris Leslie, the instru- 
mental fire of Sanders, the reso- 
nant vocal embrace of founding 
member Simon Nichol, and strong 
compositions from other members 
of the contemporary folk scene 
who call England and Scotland 
home. 

The five spent the next two 
hours extracting some of the gems 
in the Fairport back catalogue and 
seamlessly placing them alongside 
current nuggets, like Leslie’s 
poignant reading of My Love Is In 
America, Nichol’s reading of John 
Richards’ anti-war pronounce- 
ment The Deserter, and the latest 
swirling, fiddle-driven instrumen- 
tal from Sanders titled Everything 
But The Skirl. 

Although Sanders’ taste and 
execution rev eal he’s come from a 
more jazz-influenced.sphere than 
his predecessor Dave Swarbrick, 
he continually tipped his hat to 
Swarb this night. His bow sliced 
through a driving version of 
Swarbrick’s Walk A While, which 
dates back to the Full House

album, and that era was visited 
later in the program when the 
entire team stoked the plodding 
but punchy groove of Matty 
Groves to maximum effect. 

Tales of Fairport’s love of the 
pint are legendary and were put 
in perspective in Paul Kovit's 
Fairport documentary It All Comes 
Round Again. By the end of the 
evening in Toronto it appeared 
that things may not have changed 
all that drastically for some mem- 
bers since the days, when, after 
playing a week stint in Los 
Angeles, the band had a bigger 
bar tab than paycheque. 

The good news is, the pints 
never got in the way of the band 
executing a jaw-dropping take of 
another gorgeous Sanders instru- 
mental, Portmeiron. 

For a band that has never 
played our province before, it’s 
encouraging to see that Fairport 
Convention isn’t just breezing in 
for a one-off mainstage show at 
one of the two big folk festivals.

Dragonslaying movie 
dares to take itself seriously 





REIGN OF FIRE 

Starring Matthew McConaughey 
Now playing

OUT OF THE DRAGON MOVIES 
we've seen before, it’s best to for- 
get Disney's Pete’s Dragon and 
Sean Connery’s forgettable 
Dragonheart. But let's remember 
the 1981 film Dragonslayer, which 
rocked for two reasons: a) the 
dragon was cool, and b) the drag- 
on was mean. 

Reign of Fire has cool, mean 
d ragons. But these cool dragons 
aren't even the coolest part of the 
movie, which has so many other 
parts that work that you come out 
of it mildly dazed that you’ve 
actually seen — is it possible? — a 
good movie. Full props must be 
awarded to director Rob Bowman 
(of X Files movie fame) for taking 
a premise doomed to be dumb — 
dragons vs. helicopters — and 
making a tight, lean, focused 
movie that happens to kick drag- 
on ass 

The year is 2020, dragons have 
reclaimed the Earth, and it’s no 
joke. Everything's been burnt 
away, leaving a charred match- 
stick of a world. Tortured leader 
Quinn (Christian Bale) struggles 
to keep his little community alive 
in the scorched skeleton of an old 
castle, tending a little farm, hop- 





ing to make it to the next season. 
Along comes Van Sant (Matthew 
McConaughey), bringing with 
him an armoured brigade and a 
burning need to kill dragons. Bale 
wants to hide, McConaughey 
wants to fight, and there’s your 
dramatic conflict. 

Reign of Fire takes the basic icons 
of dragon lore — a lone castle, a 
shattered countryside, some 
mean-ass dragons — and com- 
bines them with the remnants of 
our world — tanks, helicopters, a 
generator here and there. It’s the 
kind of reinvention that sounds 
great on paper but almost always 
gets crapped up by the time it hits 
the screen. This time, though, old 
and new mesh perfectly, all hard 
greys and ashy blacks, and we 
believe. 

The key here is seriousness. 
There’s no winking at the camera, 
no camp value. Everything's been 
burnt down, reduced to its 
essence: mankind trying to sur- 
vive. We're spared the dumb love 
story and the incompetent idiot 
who screws things up, and all 
that’s left is two strong men doing 
the best they can 

Bale and McConaughey make 
this thing work, two intense actors 
playing two intense roles, neither 
of them blinking for a second. Of 
the two, McConaughey is the guy 
who walks away with the film, the 
guy you'd want to be. Van Sant is 
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an instantly classic character, a 
hardened dragonslayer. We’ve got 
to believe he’s the kind of man 
who’s been surviving and fighting 
for 20 years, and from the moment 
he hops down from his tank, 
shaved head, hard body, no-bull- 
shit attitude, he’s real. He’s an 
American soldier, but there’s no 
American triumphalism here; 
America’s gone just like every- 
thing else. He’s a force in a world 
where man is next to nothing. 

But Bale anchors the movie as 
Quinn. Best known for liking 
Huey Lewis and chopping up 
Jared Leto in American Psycho, 
Bale is a man who’s been doing 
the best he can, trying like hell to 
keep his people alive. He’s not 
looking to pick fights with drag- 
ons; he’s got a crop to get in and 
kids to look after. As a guy ina 
terrible situation trying to survive, 
he’s perfect. 

Reign of Fire won't quite blow 
your ass off. There are some 
wicked scenes — skydiving dragon 
chase, anyone? — but it never quite 
explodes into total awesomeness. If 
one wants to nitpick, one can. 
Where do they get the fuel for their 

tanks and helicopters? How can the 
dragons eat ash for a living? But 
with Bale and McConaughey tak- 
ing it seriously, and the dragons 
looking so big and nasty and dan- 
gerous, flaming drool dribbling 
from their jaws, you just don’t want 
to nitpick. Reign of Fire simply 
works, works well, tells its story 
and makes you care about the peo- 
ple instead of the special effects. It’s 
a serious, small, cool movie, and 
you should see it.

Fortunate Son 


Argentine drama no cheap tearjerker

IF YOU'VE HEARD ANYTHING 
about Argentina lately, it’s proba- 
bly that their soccer team got beat 
out of the World Cup, or that their 
economy and government are tee- 
tering on the verge of collapse. 

But if recent events in cinema are 
anything to go by, their film 
industry is,still relatively solvent 
and, perhaps thanks in part to

like Amores 
lambién, we've had a better than 
usual chance to see some of these 
films. Metro has already brought 


us Burnt Money and La Cienaga, 
but El hijo de la novia presents a 
different facet of Argentine cine- 
ma — the mainstream. 
Nominated for a Best Foreign 
Film Oscar, El hijo de la novia stars 
Ricardo Darin as a Rafael, a 
fortysomething restaurateur 
working like a dog to keep his 
restaurant running in the hostile 
economic climate of Buenos Aires. 
Money and food shortages, cor- 
ruption and incompetence and the 
pressure to sell out to a corpora- 
tion are daily hassles but, at the 
expense of his marriage, his fami- 
ly relationships and his health, 
Rafael has kept his doors open. 
With a smile that looks more like a 
wince and a cellphone clamped to 
his ear, Rafael is so wrapped up in 
the pressures of work he doesn’t 
even appreciate his beautiful girl- 


friend or daughter much. 

A minor heart attack persuades 
Rafael to slacken his work sched- 
ule and reconsider his priorities, 
resulting in backwards-ass 
attempts to reconcile with his ex- 
wife, give his girlfriend her “free- 
dom” and get over the hard feel- 
ings he holds toward his mother, 
who is hospitalized with 
Alzheimer’s and whorn he has 
come to resent for not recognizing 
the things he has accomplished in 
life. 

All of this stuff happens in the 
film’s first 45 minutes, which 
gives you to wonder what the hell 
writer-director Juan José 
Campanella is going to do for the 
balance of two hours. Luckily, 
Campanella doesn’t follow the 
Hollywood model, whereby a 
brush with death or an incapaci- 
tating disease confers saintliness 
on the afflicted. Rafael may have 
come close to meeting his maker, 
but he’s still selfish, stubborn, 
temperamental and a bit of a jerk 
and it takes some doing for him to 
realize his plan to drop out of the 
rat race is an escapist fantasy and 
his “selfless” acts of reconciliation 
are as selfish as ever. 

Elegantly filmed and full of 
moving performances, El hijo de la 
novia eschews tear-jerking melo- 
drama with offbeat characters and 
surprising touches of humour and 
realism. Unfortunately, the injec- 
tions of humour and social com- 
mentary don’t always sit well 
with the tone of the film and don’t 
ever take their place as relevant 
thematic currents the way that 
similar digressions inform the plot 
of Y Tu Mama También. It is really 
Rafael’s genuine progress to a 
happier life, with all its obstacles, 
reversals and gaffes, that give the 
film its substance and, ultimately, 
its affective power

an acquired taste, and if you 
haven't got a predilection for this 
Down Under delicacy by now, The 
Crocodile Hunter: Collision Course 
will probably have you dry-heav- 
ing into your popcorn. You've got 
to want to slather Steve Irwin all 
over your toast before you'll sal- 
vage anything worthwhile from 
this mess. 

Irwin, as those with the 
Discovery Channel cable package 
know, exudes excessive amounts 
of an ADD-afflicted Paul Hogan 
charm; the big screen has certainly 
settled for less from its leading 
men. What's open to debate, how- 
ever, is whether his theatrical 
debut really qualifies as a movie. 
It looks more like an illegitimate

The longer it runs, the more 
obvious it is that the movie would 
have been improved if the makers 
had taken the cut-and-paste 
premise to its logical extreme, tak- 
ing a page from Bovwfinger and 
filming the movie without telling 
the be-khakied bumpkin. Cue 
cards serve to stifle his signature 
exuberance, and in contrast to his 
trademark wide-eyed enthusiasm, 
he looks as nervous as any of the 
venomous reptiles he swings 
around by the tail.

quality of a movie become how 
realistic it is? Sometime around 
the ‘60s Hollywood managed to 
forget about the theatricality of 
film — movies were still built on 
grand, unbelievable premises but 
at some point the challenge of the 
director became to make that 
premise realistic rather than revel 
in its extravagance. This is the 
basic difficulty that most naysay- 
ers have with Bollywood films: 
they're high budget and skillfully 
filmed, but just not realistic. 

Bollywood's grandest film to 
date, Devdas, is a melodrama in 
the oldest sense. Characters sob or 
laugh hysterically rather than just 
frown or smile — subtlety is 
nowhere to be found. Based on 
the 1917 novel by Sarat Chandra 
Chattopadhye, the story was 
inspired by the tale of the Hindi 
Lord Krishna, his love Radha and 
his devotee Meera. The archetypi- 
cal triangle becomes an integral 
metaphor that runs through many 
of the musical numbers and adds 
to the mythical, dreamlike tone of 
the whole film. 

The movie itself, however, is set 
in colonial India where the fabu- 
lously rich Mukherjee family is 
thrown into a frenzy when word 
arrives that their-sen, Devdas 
(Shahkrukh Khan), is to return 
home from school in London. But 
in the 10 years since his father sent 
Devdas away, no one has missed 
him more than Paro, his child- 
hood sweetheart. In his absence, 
she has grown into probably the 


misfits the hero is surrounded by. 
His drug buddies are so spaced 
out they plan to heist a celebrity 
stool sample to selon e-Bay, the 
tragic beauty next i 
damned sympathetic that she’s 
either crying or getting smacked 
around whenever onscreen, and 
the big bad guy is so crazy and so 
scary that he tortures enemies 
with a starved badger, brags 
about eating human brains, and 
re-enacts the Kennedy assassina- 
tion with costumed pigeons. 
Sometimes this insanity works, 
and sometimes you want to grab 
the filmmakers by their lapels and 
yell, “Dammit, control your- 
selves!” But it is enough to hold 
one’s attention, owing chiefly to 
some engaging performances. 
Peter Sarsgaard (Center of the 
World), as the loyal but daft Jimmy 
the Finn, and Vincent D‘Onofrio 
(The Cell), as the noseless, white- 
trash drug kingpin Pooh Bear, 
both stand out on opposite ends 
of the film’s moral spectrum. 
The ethical struggles of the 
good-guy-in-a-bad-place crime 
storyline are standard, if not over 
the top, and the mix of tragedy 
and comedy uneasy at best, but 
the dialogue is above average for 
a flashy drug movie. For example,

most beautiful woman in the 
world (she is, after all, played by 
former Miss Universe Aishwarya 
Rai) and dreamed every day of his 
return. 

The only person for whom the 
news of Deydas’ return is not a 
cause for celebration is his sister- 
in-law. For reasons that are never 
quite clear — does she fear that if 
he marries, his wife will be more 
powerful than her in the family? 
— she sets in motion a plan to tear 
Devdas and Paro apart. 

Like so many Bollywood films, 
this one deals with the evils of the 
caste system: Paro’s father dis- 
graced his family by marrying her 
mother, a lowly but beautiful 
actress, while Devdas’ father is a 
landowner who has been knight- 
ed by the British colonial govern- 
ment. However, it holds back 
from actually making a critical 
judgment. It’s never clear whether 
the hero’s tragic flaw is his love 
for a girl who is socially beneath 
him or simply his complete blind- 
ness to the needs of everyone in 
his life. But who cares about intri- 
cate life lessons when we have 
spectacle, glamour and romance? 

This film is like Moulin Rouge 
without all the postmodern wink- 
ing about pop culture references. 
It mixes the scale of a Hollywood 
blockbuster with the grand style 
of a Busby Berkeley musical and 
the unabashed exuberance of 
Hindi song and dance. The actors 
are not just actors, they’re per- 
formers in the oldestsense; they 
sing, they dance and they wear 
their emotions as dazzlingly as 
their giant gold jewelry. — 

To experience a film like Devdas, 
a giant suspension of disbelief is 
required. Like the musicals of the 
golden age of Hollywood, it takes

Michael Jr. on the road with him, 
running from Connor towards 
Annie’s sister's home in a town 
conveniently named Perdition. 

On the road, the relationship 





between father and son changes 
but the reasons for these transfor- 
mations are a mite confusing. The 
Road to Perdition is just not sure 
what it’s all about. It tries to be the 
touching tale of a father and son, 
but the lack of character develop- 
ment and clear motivations makes 
that angle unsatisfying. 

The film’s pacing, which seems 
admirably restrained at first, spi- 
rals inevitably towards tedium. 
The grand, moving score seems 
more than a little pretentious, con- 
sidering the unambitious story 
and its non-existent moral. Mike 
Sullivan’s goal is not a noble 
one. Instead of protecting his son, 
he is obsessed with wiping out the 
man who murdered his wife, 
despite John Rooney's sagacious 
observation that Mike is nothing 
more than a murderer himself.

Heat-resistant suggestions for your appetite 


WHEN IT GETS THIS HOT, WHO 
really wants to eat? Fact is, I bare- 
ly want to do anything when the 
mercury rises above 30 C, but 
food in particular loses its allure. 
Nonetheless, it’s important to stay 
nourished and hydrated during 
hot spells like this and, rather than 
forcefeed myself as necessity dic- 
tates, I’ve hunted down a few 
dishes that tickle my appetite even 
in the most sun-blasted condi- 
tions. I humbly proffer them now 
in hopes of helping those like me 
find a way to eat as the dog days 
of August approach. 
Panzanella Salad (Zenari's, 
-10117-101 St.) - Added to the 
menu just for summer and hearti- 
er than the standard salad, 
Zenari’s panzanella combines 
tuna, roma tomatoes, cucumbers, 
capers, lots of kalamata olives and 
red onions with pesto, all of which 
is stuffed into toasted ciabatta 
bread, A little stingy in size at 
$7.95 but, on the other hand, there 
sure were a lot of olives. 
Shredded Green Papaya with 
Grilled Beef (Doan’s, 10130-107 


St.) - Crunchy julienned papaya is 
tossed with fresh carrots, basil and 
thin-sliced marinated beef, then 
drizzled with a fish sauce and rice 
vinegar. Served cold, thank god, it 
tastes even better after it sits in 
your fridge overnight. For $7.95 
you get a sizable platter that, with 
a plate of salad rolls, makes a rea- 
sonable meal for two people 

Beef Tataki and Inari (Kyoto, 
8701-109 St.) -Sushi is sort of a no- 
brainer when the weather is hot 
but, for the last time, people, sushi 
does not refer to raw fish, but to 
the way the rice is prepared using 
sushi vinegar. Inari, pockets of 
sweet deep-fried tofu stuffed with 
rice, contains no fish but is 
nonetheless sushi. Enjoy two big 
mouthfuls for $2.95. 

For people who need to line 
their stomachs with something a 
little more substantial, may we 
recommend Kyoto’s beef tataki, 
available in appetizer and entree 
sizes? Thin slices of blue-rare sir- 
loin are served in a vinegary sauce 
with chopped green onions, white 
onion slices, seaweed and a mys- 


terious reddish substance that’s 
sort of like a mild horseradish 
The big order runs around $1] 

Gado Gado (Tropika, 6004-104 
St.) - Nations that are routinely 
hot enough to boil a monkey’s 
bum produce great hot-weather 
cuisine and Malaysia is no excep- 
tion. Tropika’s gado gado is a gen- 
erous mound of steamed bean 
sprouts tossed with fried tofu, 
potato chunks and cucumber and 
topped with a rich, lightly spiced 
peanut sauce. A $10 serving goes a 
long way, but the dish is definitely 
not recommended for people with 
nut allergies, or those who hate 
tofu. 

Avocado and Shitake Makki 
(Wasabi, 5714-111 St.) - Every 
sushi restaurant in town has a sig- 
nature menu item and, to my 
mind, this simple makki exempli- 
fies Wasabi's rare skill at combin- 
ing quality ingredients, exacting 
preparation and immaculate pre- 
sentation. The taste of the creamy 
avocado and sweet, salty marinat- 
ed mushrooms enfolded in ten- 
der-firm rice temporarily obliter- 
ates all other sensory input. Now 
how much would you pay? Does 
$4.75 sound like too much for that 
kind of experience? 

Mango Gelato (Pinocchio’s, 
11737-108 Ave.) - Again, iced
